Cedric Tallis, Royals' execu­ 
tive vice president and general 
manager, made the announce­ 
ment at a hastily called news 
conference at Municipal Stadi­ 
um. where the Royals open their 
longest 
home 
stand 
tonight 
against the Washington Senators 
The action came little more 
than 24 hours after the club re­ 
turned from a disastrous road 
trip during which it won only 
one of nine games Kansas City 
is in fifth place in the American 
League s western division stand­ 
ings. lh 1 2 games behind first 
place Minnesota, with a record 
of 19 victories and 33 losses 
Metro was not at the news 
conference. 
Metro is the second major 
league manager to be fired 
this season The San Francisco 
Giants replaced Clyde King IO 
days ago with Charlie Fox. 
“ I felt the change was neces­ 
sary to put us in a position 
where we could improve our 
selves. 
Tallis said “ I firmly 
believe we have the capability 
to improve our performance 
over the balance of the season 
Charlie has contributed a 
great deal to this organization 
from the very beginning, and if 
he is so inclined next year there 
will be a job for him in the or­ 
ganization 
“ In Bob Lemon, we have a 
man who has shown himself to 
be a very capable leader in his 
other managerial assignments, 
and someone who has tile advan 
tage of knowing our personnel 
as well as the American League 
“ I have a great deal of con 
fieence in his judgment and 
ability ' 
Lemon, who said he had al­ 
ways hoped to become a major 
league manager, told newsmen.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen 
Sam J. Ervin Jr.. charging so­ 
ciety is being deprived of the 
constitutional right to a speedy 
trial, introduced a bill today to 
require federal criminal trials 
start within 60 days of indict­ 
ment 
The North Carolina Democrat 
and one of the Senate's leading 
authorities on the Constitution 
said "we must take steps to 
make the 6th Amendment right 
to a speedy trial—a right so far 
denied to both society as well as 
the defendant—a reality after 
all these years.” 
Ervin said the bill, co-spon­ 
sored by Michigan Democrat 
Philip A. Hart, also provides a 
workable and constitutional al­ 
ternative” to President Nixon's 
preventive detention proposal 
now being considered for the 
District of Columbia. 
Until recently defense lawyers 
had little success invoking the 
speedy trial right of the Consti­ 
tution. But last month the Su­ 
preme Court overturned the 
conviction of a Florida truck 
driver who was not tried until 
I 12 years after his arrest. 
The justices did not define 
clearly what they consider to be 
too long a time, but they warned 
lower courts to enforce the right 
of a defendant to a speedy trial.

Ervin s bill would go into ef­ 
fect in four stages, starting first 
with serious felonies in which 
defendants have been detained 
under high money bail and 
gradually requiring other felony 
trials in the federal courts to be 
held within two months. Tax. 
antitrust and security cases 
would be exempt. 
Each district court would be 
required to establish plans to 
carry out the speedy trial man­ 
date and to report to Congress 
the additional funds and person­ 
nel that would be necessary. 
Ervin is a strong critic of the 
preventive detention proposal— 
which would allow a judge to 
jail a defendant without bond if 
he decided the accused's past 
record gave a reasonable indi­ 
cation he would commit more 
crimes while free.

Gross, who Johnson County 
authorities said was living in 
Kansas City at the time of the 
Rowney killing, was arrested in 
a St. Louis motel room where 
he was found by police who 
said he was almost unconscious 
from an apparent overdose of 
habituates.

fense in the Middle Ages. Rich­ 
ard the Lionhearted used to car­ 
ry one at his side all the time 
"So I saw no reason why I 
shouldn't use it for the same 
purpose. 
I 
poked 
him and 
pushed him back." 
Witnesses 
said 
Bishop 
a 
stocky man. took the 14-pound 
silver and gold instrument from 
his right shoulder and delivered 
a blow at the young man s side 
"He stumbled back a few 
feet." Bishop said, "then a cou­ 
ple of the strong-arm boys 
(campus 
police) 
took 
him 
away.” 
Police arrested three of the 
demonstrators Two. a student 
and a former student identified 
by university officials as an ac­ 
tivist leader during his days on 
campus, were charged with dis­ 
orderly conduct and resisting 
arrest. 
The third man. who police 
said was not associated with the 
university, was charged with 
third degree assault. 
The 4-foot mace is a tapered 
silver shaft with a gold terres­ 
trial globe at the top The globe 
is surrounded by silver ribs and 
a 1‘2-inch image of a bear hold­ 
ing an oar sits on top 
It was designed by Sir Erie 
Clements of the Goldsmith's 
Guild of London. 
Bishop is no stranger to cam­ 
pus disorders, though his re­ 
search in the subject has cen­ 
tered mainly on the 19th century 
variety. 
In a recent talk before the 
Board of Trustees of the Cornell 
University 
Council. 
Bishop 
termed current campus demon­ 
strations tame compared to 
those of the early 1800s.

There was nothing timorous about J.

Goodwin never became reconciled to

language 
against

organizations. 
Wheal he got off the subject of unions. 
he 
recorded 
the 
news 
interestingly, 
expanded on editorial subjects and threw 
in a bit of homespun philosophy for good 
measure. Here is one of his gems: 
“ When a small boy. I was carrying not a 
verv large ladder, when there was a 
crash. An unlucky movement had brought 
the rear end of my ladder against a 
window. 
Instead of scolding me. my 
father made me stop and said very 
quietly. “ Look here, my son. there is 
one tiling I wish you to remember: that 
is. that every ladder has two ends. 
“ I have never forgotten it. though many 
years have gone. Do not we carry things 
besides ladders that have two ends9 When 
I see a young man getting fast habits. I 
think he sees only one end of the ladder, 
the one pointing toward pleasure, and 
that he does not know the other end is 
wounding his parents hearts. 
“ Ah. yes. every ladder has two ends, 
and it is a thing to be remembered in 
more ways than one.”

moral turpitude on Lucas's part 
Patterson added that most of Lucas's students 
seemed to like him because he was a pleasant, 
personable man who generally 
gave out high 
grades.

Acu te Pan creatitis 


Is Med ical Emerg en cy

Q—What are the symptoms of pancreatitis .’ What 
tests are used to make the diagnosis? Do liver 
disorders usually precede this disease0 


A—Acute pancreatitis is characterized by severe 
pain in the upper abdomen 
nausea, abdominal 
distention, constipation and shock 
Ibis is a 
medical emergency. The symptoms of chronic 
pancreatitis are milder and intermittent. Various 
tests may be made to rule out other causes of 
abdominal pain. but an increase in the serum 
amylase (a pancreatic enzyme) level in the blood is 
the best evidence of this disease. 
A gallstone attack or a mild jaundice may 
precede acute pancreatitis in some patients Other 
causative factors include peptic ulcer, pregnancy 
and mumps 


Q—What can be done to avoid attacks of acute 
pancreatitis0 Can Robinul be taken indefinitely for 
this purpose? Can a healthy pancreas from a 
cadaver be transplanted to replace a diseased one0 


A—Persons 
who are subject 
to attacks of 
pancreatitis should avoid alcohol and eat a high 
protein diet — about 145 grams of protein instead 
of the normal daily intake of 80 grams The normal 
fat intake < 80 gram si and a carbohydrate intake 
limited 
to 
360 
grams 
would 
complete 
the 
requirements for 2 800 calories. 
On this treatment a series of 60 patients did well 
with no drugs except pain killers. Glycopyrrolate 
<Robinul) may be taken as long as your doctor 
thinks you need it but it should not be taken by 
anyone 
who 
has 
glaucoma, 
bladder 
disease, 
obstruction of the inlet or outlet of the stomach or 
an enlarged prostate. Pancreatic transplants have 
been used in the treatment of diabetes but are still 
considered experimental 


Q—What causes cancer of the pancreas9 How 
can it be controlled? 


A—Although the cause of cancer of the pancreas 
is unknown, diabetes appears to be a predisposing 
factor. 
The only effective treatment 
is early 
recognition and removal of the tumor 


Q—Is it abnormal to have a discharge of pus 
from the navel9 


A—Yes. Pus is always an indication of an acute 
or chronic infection

The 
figures showed player salaries 
and pension represented 20.5 
per cent of costs (an increase of 
only 2 per cent from 1965) while 
costs of selling and general ad­ 
ministrative expenses rose 4.4 
per cent in the same period 
Dr. Clark testified the majors 
spent $31,074,000 on player de­ 
velopment and minor league op­ 
erations in 1969 and that repre­ 
sented 25.2 per cent of operating 
rev enue Although total revenue 
figures were confidential, a lit­ 
tle simple arithmetic revealed 
major league total operating 
revenue from tickets. radio-TV. 
concessions and advertising ap­ 
proximated $124 million and the 
net before taxes was about $4.5 
million. 
Dr. Clark followed the testi­ 
mony of most baseball execu­ 
tives when he said elimination 
of the reserve system, which 
binds a player to a club for life 
and most proposed modifica­ 
tions of the system would result 
in ' the stronger teams getting 
stronger and the weaker teams 
getting weaker.’’ 
The economist testified the 
cost of developing an average 
big leaguer was $316,000 and 
that only seven per cent of those 
signing pro contracts made it to 
the majors. He said such figures 
made baseball a unique busi­ 
ness operation

Hockey Draft Set for Today 


MONTREAL (AP) — The Na­ 
tional Hockey League’s annual 
meeting swings into high gear 
today with the intra-league draft 
and a better financial deal for 
amateur hockey in the offing. 
In today’s draft each of the 12 
clubs is allowed to protect 18 
players, with goaltenders and 
first-year pros exempt. Draft 
price is $30,000 per player, with 
each club allowed to lose only 
one player. 
There were a few surprises 
when the clubs filed their pro­ 
tected lists Monday night, with 
the New York Rangers leaving 
three prominent players unpro­ 
tected. 
The Rangers did not protect 
forwards Ron Stewart and Don 
Marshall and defenseman Tim 
Horton. 
However, the team 
stands to lose only one of the 
three veterans under the draft 
rules. 
Also on the outside looking in 
will be veteran right winger 
Claude Provost of the Montreal 
Canadiens, 
defenseman 
Pat 
Quinn of the Toronto Maple 
Leafs, forward Billy Dea and 


defenseman Poul Popeil of the 
Detroit Red Wings. Bill Speer of 
the Boston Bruins and left wing­ 
er Reg Fleming of the Philadel­ 
phia Flyers. 
Provost has said he will retire 
rather than join another team. 
Al Arbour, appointed coach of 
the St. Louis Blues last week 
after a fine record as a defense­ 
man and captain with the club, 
appeared on the team’s protect­ 
ed list despite the fact he said 
Monday he has no intention of 
filling the dual capacity of 
coach and player.

Athletic Teams Are Not Hunt' s Toys 


DALLAS (AP) — Lamar Hunt 
is the sort of guy who will blow 
a million dollars on a football 
team and then borrow a dime to 
make a phone call. 


Although he could buy a fleet 
of $5 million jets complete with 
sable padding and padded Bun­ 
nies such as that flown by Play­ 
boy’s Hugh Hefner, he drives a 
1965 Plymouth. He mows his 
own yard. Once he had only one 
shoe half-soled. 
Eccentric? A cheap skate? A 
rich man s son playing with mil­ 
lion- dollar toys? 


Hunt is conscious of these 
public images as he sits in his 
cluttered office on the 29th floor 
of a Dallas skyscraper and pre­ 
sides over a sprawling complex 
that includes five professional 
sports teams, the best known 
and most important of which 
are the Kansas City Chiefs, 
champions of all football. 
“ These are not mere play­ 
things with me,’’ the 37-year-old 
entrepreneur said as he leaned 
back in his swivel chair, almost 
toppling the life-size statue of an 
Indian brave at his elbow. “ I 
like sports. I am the first to ad­ 
mit I have been bitten by the 
sports and show business bug. 
“ I recognize their great value 
and appeal. It is a challenge to 
me to build a team—such as the 
Chiefs—that thousands want to 
see and millions talk about. But 
make no mistake about it. I en­ 
ter these ventures to make a 
profit. I am a fan. I also am a 
business man.” 
Lamar is the sixth and young­ 
est child of a man rated one of 
the five richest individuals in 
the world. 
It is obvious that young La­ 
mar inherited some of his char­ 
acteristics—but not all—from 
his father, H L. Hunt, now 81. a 
onetime wildcatter who report­ 
edly won a rig in a poker game 
and borrowed $50 to sink his 
first oil well. His fortune now is 
variously estimated at between 
$400 million and $2 billion. 
After amassing millions, the 
eager Hunt continued to carry 
his lunch to the office in a 
brown paper bag and park three 
blocks away to avoid a 50-cent 
parking fee. He has been known 
to win as much as $10,000 in a 
single poker game. 
“ I ’m a lousy poker player.” 
acknowledged Lamar. “ I keep 
forgetting whether a full house 
beats a flush.” 
If you saw young Hunt in a 
crowd you’d never suspect him 
to be a Texas millionaire. The 
guess probably would be that he 
is a bank clerk. He is a little 
above average in size—5-11, 190 
pounds—with a round, boyish 


face set off bv plastic-rimmed 
glasses. 
He doesn't drink or smoke. He 
dislikes coffee. He is the epito­ 
me of conservatism. His hair is 
neatly cut. His shirt is usually 
white. The lapels of his drab 
blue suit are narrow, as men 
wore them in the early 1960s. He 
talks in a low key, although his 
enthusiasm for sports is like 
that of a boy. He is shy and re­ 
tiring. 
“ Norma is always trying to 
get me to wear colored shirts 
and flashy ties,” Lamar said, 
referring to his wife, a former 
school teacher whom he mar­ 
ried in 1964. “ But I don’t know. 
I just never get around to it.” 
Norma, blonde, pretty and 
stylish, conforms to Lamar’s 
modest tastes. Although she has 
a maid, she likes to supervise 
the house work. She is devoted 
to antiques and their five-vear- 
old son, Clark. 
“ Lamar refuses to throw his 
weight around,” Norma once 
said. “ Sometimes I wish he 
would a little more. It embar­ 
rasses him when he gets special 
attention at a restaurant.” 
The H L. Hunt enterprises, 
which include nine separate 
companies, occupy the entire 
29th floor of the new First Na­ 
tional Bank Building in down­ 
town Dallas. 
It s strictly a family project, 
privately owned and operated. 
H L., gray and slowed but still 
spry, comes to the office every 
day. Lamar, his three brothers 
and the husbands of his two sis­ 
ters all hold offices. 


Lamar's private office, in con­ 
trast to the others, is not deco­ 
rated with prints and photo­ 
graphs of gushing oil wells. 
Shelves are lined with sports 
books—all sports. There are 
busts and statues of Indian 
chiefs; photographs of pro foot­ 
ball, basketball, soccer and ten­ 
nis personalities and a treas­ 
ured plaque 
naming Lamar 
Hunt as “ Bonehead of the 
Year” for agreeing to pay an in­ 
demnity in the merger of his 
American Football League with 
the older National Football 
League. 
He ^considered the founding 
father of the AFL It was his 
persistence unflagging determi­ 
nation and millions which kept 
the young league alive in the 
early days and finally forced 
the NFL into acceptance 
Lamar is co-owner with Tom­ 
my Mercer of the Dallas-Fort 
Worth baseball franchise in the 
Texas League He has an inter­ 
est in the Chicago Bulls of the 
National Basketball Association 
He was a spearhead in the 


movement to introduce profes­ 
sional soccer to the United 
States four years ago and is co­ 
owner with Bill McNutt of the 
Dallas Tornado team in the 
North American Soccer League 
He also finances the operations 
of World Championship Tennis 
a touring pro troupe run by his 
nephew Al Hill Jr. 


Hunt has 18 leading pros in­ 
cluding Tony Roche John Nevv- 
combe 
Dennis Ralston and 
players from throughout the 
world in his tennis stable and 
always has a check book out for 
more signatures.

Thus 
Coach Mario Zagalo may be 
tempted to rest his star forward 
Pele rather than expose him to 
Romania’s tough-tackling de­ 
fense. 
The Romanians need at least 
a draw to stay alive in the 
championships. On the form 
book they are capable of getting 
it even with the Brazilians at 
full strength They lost just as 
narrowly to England as bog­ 
land did to Brazil. 
But if Zagalo does decide to 
take the risk of letting Romania 
win two points, he will make life 
still more difficult for England 
—and that's a course that may 
have its attractions in the bitter

England and Romania each 
have two points from their two 
games so far. England, in its 
last match of the group on 
Thursday, must beat Czechoslo­ 
vakia by a convincing margin to 
go into the quarter-finals rn a 
style worthy of defending cham­ 
pions.

For 'Honest' 
Cancer Probe 


FRENCH LICK. Ind. (AP) - 
Objective and honest medical 
investigation of cancer is the 
goal of all in the tobacco com­ 
munity. Horace R. Kornegay 
told the nine-state Burley Auc­ 
tion 
Warehouse 
Association 
Monday. 


Kornegay is a four-term North 
Carolina congressman who be­ 
came last week president of the 
Tobacco Institute. Washington. 
a trade association composed of 
principal U.S. tobacco manu­ 
facturers. 


“ The real hope for the tobac­ 
co industry, said Kornegay. “ is 
discovering what are the medi­ 
cal causes of cancer." 


Agreeing with a recent New 
York Times editorial. Kornegay 
said the answer to the cancer 
riddle is “ fundamental medi­ 
cal 
research,V 
especially 
in the virus theory. He said the 
tobacco industry, as well as 
Congress and all people, de­ 
serve an early "conquest of all 
types of cancer.” 


Endorsing the “ Identify and 
Testify 
theme of the 24th an­ 
nual BAWA meeting. Kornegay 
said tobacco has an honorable 
heritage in being the nation's 
oldest agricultural product and 
its first successful export. 


Kornegay said $54 billion in 
excise taxes levied on tobacco 
on all levels since 1933 was 
more than three times greater 
than the cost of all U.S. price 
support programs. He said last 
year s 
U.S. 
tobacco exports 
were worth more than $700 mil­ 
lion. or about one in every six 
agricultural export dollars rep­ 
resenting a dollar tobacco sale. 


The cost of the U.S. price 
support program has ueen only 
three-tenths of one per cent of 
the U S price support program 
since 1933. he said. 


BUENOS A IRES (AP) - A 
junta of military commanders 
took over the governing of Ar­ 
gentina today but the United 
States held off its recognition of 
them. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman 
said: "The U.S. government 
cannot decide whether diplo­ 
matic relations exist or not until 
a decision is made on the legal 
status of the new government. 
We are studying the situation to 
see what the legal relationship 
is.” 
The military leaders ousted] 
President Juan Carlos Ongania, 
the general who was installed in 
a military coup four years ago. 
Not a shot was fired in the 
scramble for power Monday and 
fife went on mostly as usual for 
the three million residents of 
Buenos Aires. 
The new junta contends it is a 
continuation of Ongania s re­ 
gime—with Ongania ousted to 
correct "distortions" in his poli­ 
cies. 
The United States had en­ 
dorsed Ongania s military rule, 
despite its authoritarian nature. 
U. S. officials frequently praised 
the Ongania government’s eco­ 
nomic policies, which empha 
sized austerity measures to lim­ 
it inflation, stabilize the curren­ 
cy and attract foreign capital. 


The three military command­ 
ers—Lt. Gen. Alejandro Lan- 
usse of the army. Adm. Pedro 
Gnavi of the navy and Brig. 
Gen. Juan Carlos Rey of the air 
force—were sworn in as provi­ 
sional leaders of the nation of 23 
million people. The junta said it 
would name a president within 
IO days. 
Among those being mentioned 
for the presidency are Eduardo 
Ortiz Basualdo, the conserva­ 
tive president of the Supreme 
Court who is reported to have 
powerful navy backing; Justice 
Minister Conrado Etchebarne. 
who has wide support in the 
army, and two retired army 
generals. Jean Enrique Gugliel- 
melli and Osiris Villegas, both 
of whom are supported by fac­ 
tions that believe in rapid devel­ 
opment of heavy industry. 
The junta said their basic dis­ 
agreement with Ongania was

In a comprehensive report 
Monday to the Nuclear Planning 
Group of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization . Laird was 
said to have told seven allied 
ministers that the Soviets are 
already testing an undersea 
missile with a range of 3,000 
miles. 
The U.S. Poseidon missile is 
said to go 2.800 miles, though no 
official figure has been dis­ 
closed. 
Laird had met with the de­ 
fense ministers of West Ger­ 
many . Britain. Canada. Italy, 
the Netherlands. Turkey and 
Norway. The purpose of the 
meeting was to work on plans to 
ensure that nuclear weapons 
would be used only as a last re­ 
sort to halt aggression, and then 
as sparingly as possible. The 
ministers also wanted to make 
sure that there is time for re­ 
flection on both sides before nu­ 
clear arms are used.

As military units took up posi­ 
tions in the capital and else­ 
where in the country and tanks 
rolled into Buenos Aires, the 
junta announced over the gov­ 
ernment radio station that the 
commanders had "resolved to 
resume immediately the politi­ 
cal conduct of the country" and 
“ invited" Ongania to resign. 
Moments later, a commu­ 
nique said the 55-year-old presi­ 
dent was “ deposed from his du­ 
ties as president of the nation." 
Ongania held out for 12 hours, 
then drove to the army head­ 
quarters and presented his re­ 
signation. He was the seventh 
Argentinian president to be 
overthrown by a military coup 
in 40 years. 
Ongania's ouster came after 
months of severe and unpopular 
economic austerity, student dis­ 
turbances. anti-government vio­ 
lence, disenchantment of the na­ 
tion's political leaders and— 
most recently—the kidnaping by 
unknown persons of former 
President Pedro Aramburu, an­ 
other general who was consid­ 
ered a likely successor to Onga 
nia. 
Shortly 
after 
he replaced 
elected President Arturo Illia in 
the 1966 coup. Ongania dissolved 
congress, banned political par­ 
ties and instituted rule by de­ 
cree. 
His strict economic policies, 
including wage freezes were op­ 
posed by most of the nation’s 
labor leaders although U.S. gov­ 
ernment and many foreign busi­ 
ness leaders praised the meas­ 
ures as necessary to restore fi­ 
nancial stability in Argentina. 
Anti-government v i o l e n c e 
started in April 1969 with a se­ 
ries of terrorist raids on mili­ 
tary posts throughout the coun­ 
try’. Student disturbances broke 
out a month later, protesting 
the brutal police repression of 
student demonstrators. The dis­ 
turbances spread across the 
country, and workers seeking 
higher wages joined in. 
Aramburu was kidnaped from 
his home May 29 by two men 
wearing army uniforms. A Per- 
onist organization claimed to 
have done the job; Ongania 
blamed leftists.

Proud Liner 
United States 
Into Storage 


NORFOLK. Va (AP) — The 
proud liner United States, which 
holds the record for the fastest 
transAtlantic crossing by a ship. 
is being placed in dead storage 
—a victim of the jet age and the 
fiscal balance sheet. 
The liner lost more than $4 
million last year despite a $12 
million federal subsidy. 
The United States Lines said 
Monday it will pay the Norfolk 
Port and Industrial Authority 
$9,000 per month to keep the 18- 
year-old superliner at the Nor­ 
folk terminal. 
She was rejected for storage 
by her builder the Newport 
News Shipbuilding & Dry Dock 
Co., whose officials said they 
had no room for her 940-foot 
length. 
The British liner Queen Eliza­ 
beth left Cherbourg on a Thurs­ 
day morning in August 1952 
about 30 minutes before the 
United States left LeHavre. The 
next day the U.S. ship overtook 
the British liner near Cornwall. 
England. When the vessels were 
about 
one mile apart they 
dipped their ensigns in salute. 
With that, the U.S. ship went 
on to beat the Queen to New 
York by about 12 hours. The 
United States' official record, 
set on another crossing, is three 
days. IO hours and 40 minutes. 
The $79.4-million ship made 
more than 400 crossings, and 
carried more than a million pas­ 
sengers. including such notables 
as the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor and Prince Rainier of 
Monaco. 
The owners of the ship said 
high wages made it too costly to 
run. and that jet airliners were 
taking away passengers. 
An official of the United 
States Lines said it would cost 
$600,000 a year to maintain the 
ship in idleness, including the 
cost of a skeleton crew

chase for $7 a Golden Eagle 
passport admitting a carload of 
people for unlimited visits to na­ 


tional recreation areas through­

Single admissions on the oth­ 
er hand usually cost about $1 a 
day per carload 
The Golden Eagle covered 
areas under the Interior Depart­ 
ment. Forest Service and U.S. 
Corps of Engineers The legisla­ 
tion supporting it. however, ex­ 
pired March 31 
The Senate has approved an 
unlimited extension. The House 
version, 
which 
stalled after 
clearing committee, extends the 
Golden Eagle only until next 
Dec 31 
A spokesman said the House 
Interior committee was not 
completely sold on the Golden 
Eagle and felt a temporary ex­ 
tension would allow time for a 
real long lcok at it.” 
A House vote on the extension 
was postponed two weeks ago 
and has yet to be rescheduled.
